NHS TRUST IN 
POOR HEALTH

BARKING, Havering & 
Redbridge NHS Hospitals Trust’s 
failing finances have been made 
worse by the costs of interest on 
loans taken to build Queen’s 
Hospital, Romford, a report has 
discovered. 

An Audit Commission report 
found the Trust, which also runs 
King George Hospital, 
Goodmayes, pays out 4.6 per cent 
of its annual operating costs on 
interest generated by the Private 
Finance Initiative (PFI) scheme. 


The commission said the Trust 
needed to constantly assess things 
which could cause it further finan¬ 
cial difficulties, deliver agreed 
savings plans on time, and keep its 
staffing data up to date to make 
sure plans could be based on accu¬ 
rate information. 

Auditor, Jon Hayes, said the 
Trust did not have a ‘culture’ 
which recognised how important 
financial management was. 

He added: “Staff need to realise 
sound financial management is an 
important part of their job.” 

The Trust has been running a 


deficit since the 2005/06 financial 
year, and is now losing more than 
£22m a year. 

The report said the Trust’s per¬ 
formance over the last five years 
had been characterised by a failure 
to deliver agreed savings plans, 
frequent changes to the manage¬ 
ment team and ongoing changes to 
plans to turn things around. 

The Trust has seen three chief 
executives in the five years cov¬ 
ered by the report, with Mark Rees 
leaving in 2007, to be replaced by 
John Goulston, who left to become 
head of provider development at 


NHS London. 

Mr Goulston will be replaced by 
Averil Dongworth next month, and 
in the meantime, head of nursing 
Deborah Wheeler is the interim 
chief executive. 

The Trust’s director of finances, 
David Wragg, said while he 
accepted the report, there were 
‘steady’ improvements in the 
financial position. 

He added: “We are confident fur¬ 
ther significant progress will be 
made over the coming year and are 
still on target to achieve 
Foundation Trust status by 2014.” 


Woman jailed 

A 30-YEAR-OLD woman has been jailed 
for 15 months for falsely reporting she 
had been raped. 

Joanne Parker, of Boleyn Road, East 
Ham, told police a 17-year-old had 
raped her in Dagenham in May 2009 but 
the investigation that followed found she 
had made it up. 

She pleaded guilty to perverting the 
course of justice on Friday at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court.

BARKING and Dagenham 
Council has decided not to close 
libraries as part of its cost-cutting 
measures. 

The authority had looked into the 
possibility of closing half of the 
borough’s 12 libraries, but public 
outcry has forced the authority to 
rule out the idea. 

The move would have saved 
£750,000, the authority said. 


The library savings proposals 
were considered by the council’s 
Safer and Stronger Community 
select committee and by the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet before being ruled out. 

A new review of the borough’s 
library provision will now take 
place to see how money could be 
saved within the service without 
having to shut any sites. 

Councillor Bert Collins, cabinet 
member for culture and sport said: 
“None of us want our local libraries 


to suffer because the Government 
has decided to slash our funding, 
but because of the scale of the cuts, 
we had no option but to look at 
possible savings in our library bud¬ 
get - and that included possible clo¬ 
sures this year. 

“We value the role of libraries in 
our local community and recognise 
community feelings about them, so 
we have decided to rule out any 
closures to make budget savings in 
this financial year.”

Beverley Gull MBE and Craig 
Moate visited Beeontree Heath 
Leisure Centre, which is on sched¬ 
ule and nearing completion. The 
pool has now been tiled and the fab¬ 
ric of the building is mostly in 
place. 

Beeontree Heath Leisure Centre 


will replace Wood Lane Sports 
Centre and Dagenham Swimming 
Pool. 

Constructed by the Leadbitter 
Group, the new centre will include 
a 25 metre, 10 lane pool, learner 
pool, four badminton courts, cafe, 
90 station fitness suite and two 
workout studios. 

It is expected to be open to the 
public in late spring. 

Beverley was founder member of 
Barking Beavers Swimming Club 
and won eight Paralympic swim¬ 


ming medals and 41 international 
golds, breaking 13 world records in 
the process. 

She was made an MBE in 1992 
for services to disabled sport and 
was given Freedom of Barking and 
Dagenham in 2009. 

Craig is a member of the Great 
Britain Learning Disability swim 
team and has broken 11 world 
records with more than 30 interna¬ 
tional gold medals to his name. 

He was also awarded the YMCA 
Disabled Sports Person of the Year 


at the sports awards held by the bor¬ 
ough in December. 

Beverley said: “It’s great to see 
such a fantastic leisure centre and 
pool taking shape in my home bor¬ 
ough.

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Property investment still safe as houses 

Property prices are heading for another fall this year experts have warned, due to 
climbing unemployment, a lack of mortgage credit, and a continued squeeze on 
household budgets, but most people agree that property remains a sensible medium to 

long term investment. 

The average cost of buying a home in the UK is tipped to fall by four per cent by the 
end of 2011, compared to 2010, according to CB Richard Ellis' latest house price 
forecast. This is despite the fact that affordability levels have improved. 

The latest housing affordability index, published by Lombard Street Research in 
conjunction with The Daily Telegraph, shows residential property prices are at their 
most undervalued level since the mid-1990s. 

However, because mortgage lending is tighter now than it was six months ago, very 
few first-time buyers will be able to take advantage of greater housing affordability, 
and are being forced into rental accommodation instead. 

A lack of first-time buyers has not deterred many property investors from seeking to 
add to their property portfolios, if anything it is encouraging them to invest into the 
property sector, in anticipation of greater rental growth and medium term capital gains. 
The latest Young Index sentiment survey - results for Q4 2010 - show that a high 
number of landlords expect rents to rise this year - particularly in London and the 

South East. 

Landlords are in a strong position. Tenant demand increased faster than supply during 
2010 and that is expected to continue well into 2011. A total of 86 per cent of 
respondents expect rents in London to rise between now and the end of the year and 
77 per cent expect the same to see rental gains in UK location outside of the capital. 
The property market in London and the South East are expected to continue to 
outperform the rest of the country, boosted by strong international demand, an 
anticipated City bonus pool of around £7.2 billion, and a chronic shortage of new 
homes coming onto the market. 

In fact, the shortage of new build homes is expected create a deeper supply and 
demand imbalance, which should force property prices higher in the medium to 

long term. 

Buying a new home should generally be viewed as a medium to long term investment 
because property prices traditionally move in upward cycles of boom, bust 
and stability. 

According to the Halifax Property Price Index, the average price of residential property 
appreciated from £2,507 to £162,085 between 1959 and 2009, up 2.7 per cent 
annually excluding inflation - suggesting that a long term property investment remains 

safe as houses.
